Office of Registrar-General of Births, Deaths, &c., 
May 30th, 1891. 


Sir—I have the honor to submit to you the following report on the 
births, deaths, and marriages registered in the colony in the year 1890. 


POPULATION. 


On December 31st, 1890, the estimated population of the province, 
exclusive of the inhabitants of the Northern Territory and of aborigines, 
was 312,477, viz., 160,409 males and 152,968 females. This estimate has 
been arrived at by calculating back from the numbers given in the re- 
turns of the recent census, and isless by a little over twelve thousand 
than the estimate for the same date made before the census was taken. 
From this it is evident that the method of estimating the population in 
intercensal periods, which was explained in the last annual report, and 
which has been used in this colony almost from the first, is no longer as 
trustworthy as it formerly was. There have, however, been reasons, which 
did not formerly exist, for its comparative failure in recent years. In- 
land, across our borders, hurdreds of departures have taken place of 
which no record either has been kept, or, indeed, could have been kept. 
This exemplifies in one way a source of error which is likely to increase 
as the colonies are drawn closer together in their various relations, and 
intercolonial travelling and visiting become more and more common. It 
should be remembered, too, in reference to intercolonial travelling, that 
as there are no taxes on exports, the Customs officers, who haye the ad- 
ditional work placed upon them of collecting the migration returns, can- 
not, from the nature of their duties, be expected to have as complete 
records of persons leaving the colony as of those who arrive in it. 
Again, the Serviceton railway was completed twelve months, and the 
Cockburn railway six months before any account of the passenger traffic 
by these lines was included in the returns of immigration and emigration 
supplied to this department. It has recently been ascertained that 
the excess of departures over arrivals by the Cockburn line during the six 
months referred to amounted to over eleven hundred persons. Besides 
this, for a considerable time before its completion that line was used as 
far as it extended by great numbers of passengers to and from the 
Broken Hill country. These statements will, it is hoped, serve to ex- 
plain to some extent why the estimate of population made previously to 
the census was so much in error. 


The natural addition to the population from the excess of births 
over deaths was 6,441, but a portion of this advance was neutralised by 
the loss of more than a thousand persons through the excess of recorded 
emigration oyer immigration. In the months of January, February, 
April, May, June, August, and October the departures from the colony 
outnumbered the arrivals in it; but in March, July, September, Novem- 
ber, and December the latter were more numerous than the former. In 
the last two months alone our population gained by the excess of 
immigration over emigration more than eighteen hundred persons. The 
following table, compiled partly from monthly returns supplied to this 
office by the Collector of Customs and partly from his quarterly returns 
published in the Government Gazette, shows approximately the distribu- 
tion as to route of the immigration and emigration in 1890 :— 
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The figures in the table show that of persons over 12 years of age the 
loss to population was 257 males and 513 females, and of children under 


that age 218 males and 63 females, the total loss to the colony for the 
year being 1,051 persons. This loss, however, was not so serious a 
matter as at first view it may appear to have been. It was almost 
entirely owing to the excess of departures over arrivals by the Cockburn 
route; and persons who have only crossed over the border to Broken 
Hill or Silverton, so far from being lost altogether to the colony, may 
be considered in most respects as virtually belonging still to South Aus- 
tralia, though, of course, they cannot any longer be counted statistically 
as part of our population. If it had not been for the loss via Cockburn, 
which amounted to 3,273 persons, the population would have increased 
considerably from the excess of immigration over emigration, for by the 
other overland routes we lost only 68 persons, while we gained 2,290 by 
sea. It may be added here that in 1889 it was owing to the loss of 1,763 
persons by the Cockburn route that the colony did not gain over a 
thousand persons by the excess of arrivals over departures, while in 
1888 the loss by that route amounted to over three thousand people. 
These facts, too, besides being important in themselves, should assist 
us to conjecture where a great deal of our missing population has 
gone ; for it may be fairly inferred that since for the most part the loss 
by recorded migration has been in one direction, the greater part cf the 
loss by wnrecorded migration has probably been in that direction also. 


The estimated mean population for the year was 309,782 (159,129 
males and 150,€53 females). 


Throughout this report and the statistical tables accompanying it the 
annual rates of births, deaths, and marriages to population are invariably 
calculated on the mean populations of the years referred to. 


Whenever in the slatistics brought forward now from previous reports. 
and tables, the numbers showing populations haye, in consequence of the 
census, been amended, the corresponding numbers showin rates, &c., 
have also been revised. 


BIRTHS. 

Like the three years immediately preceding it, 1890 was not a fayor- 
able year in reference to births. The births registered numbered 10,364, 
being more by 46 than those of 1889, but, with that exception, being 
the lowest number recorded in any year since 1889. As explained in 
the last annual report, the falling off in the number of births in recent 
years ‘‘is, no doubt, to be attributed chiefly to the loss of adults which 
the population sustained through the excessive emigration’? which com- 
menced in 1885. ‘‘ Fewer married women having been left in the 
colony, and the number of marriages having decreased owing to the 
departure of many grown-up young people, the natural consequence to 
be expected was a considerable reduction in the number of bitths.’’ 


There being some grounds for suspecting that the registration of births 
was to some extent neglected in the city of Adelaide, a public notice 
referring to the matter was issued from this office during the year, and 
printed as an advertisement in three issues of each of the daily papers. 
It not only notified to the public the legal penalties to which such 
neglect rendered persons liable, but called attention to the serious 
trouble and inconvenience which the omission to register a birth might 
cause in after years to the person whose birth had not been registered, 
or to his relatives, or to other people. The notice was supplemented by 
some remarks in the editorial columns of the papers, and appears to have 
had a good effect, since there were 76 more births recorded in Adelaide 
in 1890 than in the previous year. 


It has already been stated that the excess of births over deaths was 
6,441, being less by 376 than the excess of 1889. This falling off, on a 
comparison of the results of the two years, in the natural addition to 
population was not, however, due to a diminution in the number of 
births, but to an increase in the mortality returns, which increase will 
be referred to further on. The birth rate per 1,009 of the mean popu- 
lation was 33°46, against 33°87 in 1889, and was below the birth rate of 
any other of the last twenty years. By means of a tabular statemntt 
which will be found further on, and the information in which—like all 
similar information given in this report-—has been taken from the latest 
and most authentic sources, the birth rate of South Australia can be 
compared with the birth rates of the other Australasian colonies, the 
different parts of the United Kingdom, and several other countries. 


Of the total births registered 5,222 were male births and 5,142 
female, the proportion of the former to 100 of the latter being 101-56, 
which was unusually low. In 1889 the proportion was 105-05, and in 
1888 109-82. In England, according to recent returns, the mean pro- 
portion for the five years ended with 1889 was 103-76, while the latest 


“Victorian Year Book’? gives 105°49 as the mean prcportion for the 
Australasian colonies taken as a whole, the calculation being based on 
the returns of the quinquennium 1885-89. In the first quarter the 
births registered numbered 2,503; in the second, 2,751; in the third, 
2,710; and in the fourth, 2,400; the births of the second and third 
quarters being, according to the almost invariable rule, more numerous 
than those of the first and last. 


_ Illegitimate Births.—The births entered in 1890 as illegitimate num- 
bered 259, against 255 in the previous year, the percentages of illegiti- 
mate to all births registered being, for the two years respectively, 2°50 
and 2°47. The latest returns received give the following percentages 
for the other Australasian colonies and for England :—

ior these ten years the mean percentage in South Australia of illegiti- 
mate to the total births registered was 2°33; while, according to the 
‘Victorian Year Book” for 1889-90, the mean percentages in the other 
Australasian colonies and the United Kingdom, calculated in each 
instance on the retums of many years, were as follows :—New South 
Wales, 4°34; Victoria, 4°21; Tasmania, 4-07; Queensland, 3°76; New 
Zeiland, 2°47; England and Wales, 4:9; Scotland, 8-5; and Ireland, 
2°5. 


DEATHS, 


The deaths registered in 1890 numbered 3,923, being more by 422 
than those yegistered in the previous yer and more by 164 than those 
of 1888, but, with these two exceptions, being less than the number 
recorded in any other year since 1880. The deaths of males were 2,187 
and of females 1,736, the proportion being 125-98 of the former to 100 
of the latter, which was greater by 24°42 than the percentage of male to 
female births. The death-rate per 1,600 of the mean population was 
12°65, which was a little higher than the rates of 1889 (11-49) and of 
1888 (12°52), but, with these exceptions, lower than that of any other 
year for more than twenty years. 


By means of the tabular statement which has already been referred 
to, and which will be found further on, the death rate of South Aus- 
tralia can be compared with the death rates of the other Australasian 
colonies, the different parts of the United Kingdom, and several other 
countries. 


The deaths of infants under 1 year of age numbered 1,000, against 
972 in 1889, and were in the proportion of 96 to 1,000 births regis— 
tered, which compared not unfavorably with the corresponding rates 
of the eight previous years, or with the rates obtaining in the other Aus- 
tralasian colonies and England. From 1882 to 1889, the rates in South 
Australia, as given in the annual returns, were respectively 152, 146, 
134, 113, 126, 111, 96, and 94. It is probable, however, that in the 
returns of the first three of these years the infantile mortality was over- 
stated, owing to the cause indicated and explained in the annual report 
for 1888. The latest returns received show that the proportions in the 
other colonies were as follows:—-[n 1889: Queensland, 136; New 
South Wales, 125; Western Australia, 88; and in 1890: Victoria, 117; 
‘Tasmania, 106; New Zealand, 79. On the whole, the colonies stand 
well in regard to infantile mortality, since, according to the returns of 
the Registrar-General of England, the two lowest proportions known in 
England since the introduction of registration were, 130 in 1881, and 135 
in 1879; while the proportion has, in some years, been over 150 or even 
over 160. In 1889 it was 144. 


Of the whole deaths of the year, 910 were registered in the first 
quarter, 1,114 in the second, 949 in the third, and 920 inthe fourth. As 
happens almcst invariably, the mortality of the first half of the year 


exceeded that of the second, though, contrary to the general rule, the 
mortality of the third quarter, instead of being the lowes’, was the 
second highest. 


The annual death rate per 1,000 of the population was, in the quarter 
ending—

It will be seen from this that, comparing the causes of death in the 
two years by classes, there was in 1890 an increase in every class except 
two—the parasitic and the dietic. This, however, was not because the 
number in any class was exceptionally high in 1890, but because in the 
previous year the number in eyery class was low. The two largest 
advances—87 in the zymotic and 261 in the local class—were owing, in 
a considerable measure, to the epidemic of influenza which visited the 
colony during the year, as it did many other parts of the world, and 
which was accompanied here, as in several other countries, by an increase 
in the mortality from diseases of the respiratory system. This epidemic 
will be referred to again further on. 


As very full particulars are given in the accompanying tables respecting 
the different causes of death specified in them, it is considered necessary 
to refer specially here to only some of those in the zymotic class, and a 
few of the other causes. 


Chicken-pox.—There were 3 deaths from chicken-pox during the year, 
and it is noteworthy that one of these was that of a lady of 48 years 
of age, who died after nine days’ illness. It is very rarely that this 
disease proves fatal to so old a person. 


Scarlet Fever, Measles—There were 3 deaths from scarlet fever, 
against 1 in 1889; and 1 death from measles, against 1 in 1889. Ever 
since 1884 deaths from these diseases have been very few. 


Whooping Cough.—There were 129 deaths from whooping cough, 
against only 2 in the previous year. This was the highest number 
recorded in any year since 1672, though it was nearly equalled in 1883. 
It is possible that the outbreak of whooping cough may have been con- 
nected in some way with the epidemic of influenza, since deaths from 
the former disease began to be numerous about the same time that the 
latter commenced its destructive course. 


Enteric Fever.—The deaths from enteric or typhoid fever numbered 94 
(53 males and 41 females), being less by 34 than those registered in 
1889, and being the lowest number recorded in any of the last four 
years. The death-rate from this disease per 1,000 of the mean population 


was only 0°30 egainst 0-42 in the previous year. From 18%2 to 1888 
the rates were respectively 0°49, 0-44, 0-44, 0-41, 0°36, 6°47, 0°36. For 
comparison it may be stated that in England, according to the recent 
returns of the Registrar-General, the rate in 1889 was only 0-17, and 
the mean rate for the quinquennium ending with that year 0°18, while, 
according to the “ Victorian Year Book, ’’ if deaths from simple and ill- 
defined fevers (which deaths, however, are rarely more than a few) be 
counted along with those from enteric fever, the mean annual rates for 
the Australasian colonies for the sixteen years ended with 1888 were— 
New Zealand, 0°37; Tasmania, 0°39; South Australia, 0-41; New 
South Wales, 0°41; Victoria, 0°53; and Queensland, 0-79. It wouid 
seem, therefore, that in reference to enteric fever the colonies compare 
unfavorably with England. All the deaths from this disease except 
10 were recorded in the first seven months of the year—the two worst 
months being January with 20 deaths and April with 17. Only 6 of 
the deaths were of children under 4 years of age, and only 2 of per- 
song over 45. In the last annual report it was stated that— As many of 
the deaths from this disease occurred in public hospitals, and were of 
persons who had come from a distance—in some cases even from beyond 
the limits of the colony—and as many others were of persons who had 
returned ill to their homes from various directions, it would serve no 
useful purpose to give a minute detail of the local distribution of the 
deaths.’ For similar reasons minute details of such distribution are not 
given in this present report; but it may be stated that 43 of the deaths 
occurred in the four districts forming ‘‘ Adelaide and suburbs’’ (that 
is, Adelaide, Norwood, Hindmarsh, and Port Adelaide), 9 in the districts 
south of Adelaide district, and the remaining 42 in the other parts of 
the colony. 


Diphtheria.—The deaths trom diphtheria numbered 174 (95 males and 
79 females), not only being more by 65 than those recorded in 1889, but 
being the greatest number registered in any year for at least twenty 
years. The proportion of deaths from this disease per 1,000 of the mean 
population was 0°55, against 0°36 inthe previous year. Just as happened 
in 1888 and 1889, diphtheria continued to claim its victims throughout 
the entire year—the worst period being the six months from March to 
August, with the remarkably high record of 115 deaths. Of the total 
deaths from this disease 74 were registered in the four districts forming 
Adelaide and suburbs, 22 in the districts south of Adelaide district, 
and the remaining 78 in the other parts of the colony. 


Both in the colonies and in England there seem to be, in many cases, 
considerable difficulty and uncertainty in distinguishing between diph- 
theria and croup. It may, therefore, sometimes happen that an advance 

- in the record of mortality from one of these diseases is due merely to 
the fact of there haying been ascribed to it a number of deaths which, 
but for very slight vague reasons, wonld have been attributed to the 
other disease. Apparently, however, the increased record of diphtheria 
in 1890 was not owing to any cause of this kind, for, so far from there 
being a falling off in the record of croup, 57 deaths were ascribed to it— 
the largest number in any year since 1885. 


Phthisis.--The deaths from phthisis in 1890 were 294 (165 males and 
129 females), being 5 more than those registered in 1889, but being, 
with that exception, the lowest number of any year since 1881. Of the 
total deaths from all causes 7°49 per cent. were attributed to phthisis, 
against 8-25 per cent. in the previous year, while the proportion of 
deaths from this disease per 1,000 of the mean population was only 0:95, 
the same asin 1889. In England, the proportion in 1889 was 1-54, being 
somewhat less than the mean annual rate (1°63) for the quinquennium 
ended with that year, and being the second lowest rate ever recorded 
there. For comparison, the mean annual rates of six of the Australasian 
colonies for the quinquennium 1884-1888 are here appended :—

Cancer.—The deaths from cancer (including malignant new growths) 
numbered 129 (68 males and 61 females), being less by 4 than those 
registered in 1889, but, with that exception, being the greatest number 
ever recorded in one year. ‘The death rate from this disease per 1,000 
of the mean population was 0°42, against 0-44 in the previous year. In 
1889, the proportion in England was 6-64, and in Victoria 0°57. The 
following are the mean annual rates of the Australasian colonies for the 
five years ended with 1888 :—

All the deaths in South Australia from cancer except 4 were of per- 
sons over 39 years of age. 


The Influenza (or La Grippe) Epidemic.—It is not improbable that 
tLis travelling epidemic, which in the present year (1891) is again 
p:oving very destructive in various parts of the world, may be the 
subject of special inquiry by medical men, either in the colonies or in 
o hercountries. Such particulars, therefore, respecting the mortality from 
it in this colony in 1890 as can be gathered from our registers are here 
sct down in detail, and in a way, it is hoped, convenient for reference, 
should the information be at any time required. 


In the classified lists for 1890, 54 deaths are ascribed to influenza, the 
greatest number ever recorded in one year. Besides these 54 cases, in 
wich it was the primary cause of death, there were 10 other cases in 
which it was mentioned in the registers as one of the causes; so that, 
altogether, 64 persons (34 males and 30 females) owed their deaths, either 
chiefly or in a less degree, to influenza. Of these persons, 18 were in 
their first decade ‘including 6 under 1 year of age), 4 in the second + 
decade, 5 in the third, 11 in the fourth, 3 in the fifth, 8 in the sixth, 
4 in the seventh, 8 in the eighth, and 3 in the ninth. 


With respect to place, the deaths were distributed through the settled 
districts, from Port Pirie and Petersburg in the north to Mount 
Gambier in the south, 7 of them occurring in the city of Adelaide itself, 
15 in its suburban towns and districts, and 10 at Mount Gambier and 
There was no death from influenza on 
Yorke’s Peninsula or in the country west of Spencer's Gulf. There were 
7 deaths in April, 35 in May, 14 in June, 4 in July, 2 in August, 1 in 
September, and 1 in November, the first occurring on the 25th of April, 
and the last on the 11th of November. In 42 of the cases the influenza 
was accompanied by diseases of the respiratory system (pneumonia, 
bronchitis, &c.), in 4 by diseases of the circulatory system, in 4 by 
senile decay, in 3 by diseases of the nervous system, in 1 by diarrhea, 
in 1 by Bright’s disease, and in 1 by phthisis, while in the remaining 
8 it was entered in the registers as the sole cause. Apparently connected 
in some way with the outbreak of influenza there was, as already stated, 
a considerable increase in the mortality ascribed to diseases of the respi- 
ratory system, 556 deaths being attributed to diseases of that ‘“order,”’ 
the largest number in any year since 1884. Apparently, also, there may 
have been some connection between the outbreak of whooping cough 
referred to in a previous paragraph and the influenza epidemic. 


ADELAIDE AND SUBURBS. 


As explained in the annual report for 1888, by Adelaide and suburbs 
is meant an area consisting of the four registration districts of Adelaide, 
Norwood, Hindmarsh, and Port Adelaide. Within this area (which is 
262 square miles in extent) there are, in addition to the city of Adelaide, 
nine corporate towns, and many other towns and villages. ‘The estimated 
population of Adelaide and suburbs on December 31st, 1590, was 129,805 
(62,179 males 67,626 females). The estimated mean population for the 
year was 128,576 (61,628 males and 66,948 females). ‘These estimates 
have been arrived at by calculating back from the numbers given in 
returns of the recent census, and are, therefore, probably as near to being 
absolutely correct as any estimates of large populations ever can be. The 
births registered during the year numbered 4,352 (2,188 males and 2,164 
females), being 113 more than those recorded in the previous year. The 
birth-rate per },000 of the mean population was 33-85, which was higher 
by 0°32 than that of the whole colony, and higher by 3-85 than the 
birth-rate of the city of Adelaide taken by itself. 


For comparison, the birth-rates of the capital cities and suburbs of the 
colonies and of some other capitals are here given. ‘The figures for the 
European cities have been taken from the returns of the Registrar- 
General of England, while those for the colonial capitals haye, for the 
most part, been extracted from special returns which, on application, 
were supplied to this office by the statistical authorities of the different 
colonies.

The deaths registered in Adelaide and suburbs in 1890 numbered 
2,030 (1,121 males and 909 females), being more by 174 than those 
registered in the previous year. The death-rate per 1,000 of the mean 
population was 15°79, which was higher by 3°13 than that of the whole 
colony, but lower by 8°31 than the death-rate of the city of Adelaide 
taken by itself—that is, the city death-rate including all deaths in public 
institutions. For the purpose of comparison, the death-rates of the 
capital cities and suburbs of the colonies and of some other capitals are 
here given :—

CITY OF ADELAIDE. 


In addition to the very full statistics respecting the city and its wards 
given in the accompanying tables 11, 12, 13, and 14, it may be stated 
that the estimated population of Adelaide on December 31st, 1890, was 
37,727 (17.858 males and 19,839 females). This and the estimates 
given in tables 12 and 14 have been arrived at by calculating back from 
the numbers given in the returns of the recent census. The statistical 
authorities of the different colonies do not agree as to how far births and 
death- occurring in public institutions, such as hospitals, asylums, gaols, 
&c., should be included, or whether any of them at all should be included 
in the calculation of the birth and death rates of cities and other large 
towns. Nor, in reference to this matter, are they agreed as to what 
institutions shonld be comprehended under the description ‘‘ public,’’ some 
giving a much wider meaning to the term ‘‘ public institutions ’’ than 
others do. ‘The only comparison, therefore,that can conveniently be made 
between the bith and death rates of the city of Adelaide and those of 
other large colonial towns is one between the rates inclusive of all births 
and deaths in public institutions. The following figures show the rates 
per 1,000 of mean population in the towns named : —

The calculations for Adelaide, Hobart, and Launceston have been 
made since the publication of the recent census returns. It is probable 
the census returns will show that the rates given for Melbourne are too 
high, and those for Sydney too low. 


CORPORATE TOWNS. 


In table 11, accompanying this report, will be found the usual statis- 
tics with respect to the births, deaths, and populations of twenty-three 
corporate towns, including the city of Adelaide. Unlike the correspond- 
ing tables which accompanied previous reports, this table may now be 
considered as nearly correct as possible, since the estimated populations 
have all been arrived at by calculating back from the returns of the 
recent census. 


MARRIAGES. 


The marriages celebrated in 1890 numbered 2,235, being more by 173 
than those recorded in the previous year, and considerably more than 
the number celebrated in any year since 1885. The marriage rate for 
the year (that is, the rate of marriages, not of persons married) was 7-21 
per 1,000 of the mean population, against 6°77 in 1889, and was the 
highest rate attained since 1885. On the whole, whether we regard the 
rate or the actual number celebrated, 1890 was a favorable year with 
respect to marriages. The marriages in the first quarter numbered 525 ; 
in the second, 682; in the third, 549; and in the fourth, 579. 

Table 17, accompanying this report, gives detailed information as to 
the ages of the persons married, and shows how many of them were 
bachelors or widowers, spinsters or widows, and how many were unable 
to write their names.

It is the opinion of statisticans that, if through a series of years the 
number of marriages in each year be compared with the number of 
legitimate births in the following year a very fair estimate can be 
obtained of the average number of children born to each married couple, 
Although the figures of a long series of years are required to demonstrate 
the correctness of this opinion, it is generally only necessary to examine 
those of a few years to obtain estimates that may bevrelied on. The 
following figures show the proportions of births to each marriage in 
South Australia for five years :—

It would seem from these figures that 4-94 (nearly 5) is the average 
number of children born in South Australia to each marriage. This is 
above the average in England and Scotland, and below that in Ireland, and 
in the Australasian colonies is excelled only by the average in New 
Zealand (5°33). 


COMPARATIVE STATISTICS. 


The following tabular statement shows the rate of births, deaths, and 
marriages per 1,000 of mean population in the Australasian colonies, the 
different parts of the United Kingdom, and several other countries. The 
figures in the first seven lines have been taken from the returns of the 
statistical authorities ef the different colonies named—for the most part 
from returns which, on application, were specially supplied to this office. 
The remainder of the figures have been extracted from the returns of the

The rates for other European countries (Austria, Spain, &c.) have not 
been given in this table, because they are not calculated on mean popu- 
lations. It will be seen that in the comparative statement as it stands 
South Australia shows the ninth highest birth-rate, the eighth highest 
marriage-rate, and the fourth lowest death-rate. If, however, the seven 
Australasian colonies alone are considered, South Australia shows the 
fifth highest birth-rate, the third highest marriage-rate, and the fourth 
lowest death-rate.

DUTIES OF OFFICIATING MINISTERS. 


The Marriage Act of 1867 requires every minister of religion who 
is enrolled under its provisions to make out in triplicate a certificate

according to the form of the sixth schedule to the said Act of every 
marriage contracted before him. He is to deliver one of such cer- 
tificates immediately after the marriage to one of the parties thereto, 
and also within seven days forward another copy of such certificate 
to the registrar of the dis'rict in which such marriage shall haye 
been celebrated, and the third copy, together with tie certificate 
or licence authorising such marriage, the declarations, and the 
written consent of parent or guardian (if any) to the Registrar-General. 
The Act also requires every officiating minister to forward to the 
Registrar-General once a quarter, a report of ail marriages he has 
celebrated during the preceding three months. I[f any officiating 
minister fail to comply with the foregoing requirements his enrolment 
may be cancelled, or he may be proceeded against in a court of law, and 
a penalty not exceeding £10 may be recovered from him. It will be 
seen that the duties devolving upon officiating ministers—though im- 
portant in the highest degree to the general community—are of a very 
simple character There are many officiating ministers who discharge 
these duties in their entirety, without causing any troub'e in this office. 
it is to be regretted, however, that there are others who, either from 
want of a proper appreciation of the importance of their duties, or from 
most culpable carelessness, evince the utmost disregard for the provisions 
of the Acts under which they have their authority. It is by no means 
an uncommon occurrence for officiating ministers to delay sending on 
marriage certificates tor weeks, or even mouths. Owing to negligence 
in this respect, persons duly married might, for a short time, be cast 
under a most damaging imputation, in consequence of there being no 
public record of their marriage to be found. It is of almost daily 
occurrence, ton, that marriage documents reach this office in an incom- 
plete state, and often containing errors which the exercise of ordinary 
care on the part of the officiating ministers would have rendered im- 
possible. Total disregard for punctuality is also displayed by many 
officiating ministers in reference to forwarding the quarterly returns, and 
it not infrequently happens that the returns have to be applied for two or 
three times before they areobtained. These irregularities—for which there 
is not the slightest excuse —entail endless trouble and loss of time on the 
clerical staff of this department. Every effort has been made by means 
of letters, circulars, and verbal appeals to bring about a better state of 
things, but only with very partial results. 


It is desired to avoid, if possible, the unpleasantness that would arise 
out of the enforcement of the penal clauses of the Act, and it is there- 
fore earnestly hoped that when this report, like similar reports, is pub- 
lished in the Governmeut Gazette, the remarks just made may have the 
effect of inducing those officiating ministers who have hitherto given 
cause for complaint to carry out their duties more in conformity with 
the requirements of the law.
